Two Apprehended 
By Sheriff After 
Intensive Search 


Pickaway County Sheriff Dwight 
Radcliff was questioning two Ken­ 
tucky men apprehended 10:15 a.m. 
today after an intensive 24-hour search 
by law enforcement agencies from 
Pickaway and Franklin Counties. 


At press time, Radcliff was in­ 
terrogating Allen Billups who was 
allegedly involved in two aggravated 
burglaries, Sunday. The second man, 
whom

are 
checking for a true identity, claims to 
be Edward Young. 


Sheriff’s authorities received a call 
at 11:45 a.m. Sunday from Mrs. 
Vernon Bolender, Lockbourne Road, 
reporting that they had just returned 
home from church and were con­ 
fronted by a man with a gun, as they 
entered the rear door. 
The subject pushed the gun in Mr. 
Bolender’s stomach advising him not 
to move or he would shoot him. 
At that time, a second subject came 
from the house and the two fled south 
along the railroad tracks. 
Bolender’s told Radcliff that their 
house had been ransacked. 
Twenty Pickaway units, assisted by 
the Columbus Police D epartm ent 
helicopter, converged on the area for 
an unsuccessful 2*6 hour search. 
However, investigation revealed that 
the duo had been seen earlier in the 
village of Lockbourne. 
At approximately 4 p.m., Detective 


Thompson saw the two walking in a 
field west of Route 23. Again, Law 
authorities combed the area, chasing 
the subjects through a cornfield to 
Route 762. 
Two Columbus choppers, Com­ 
mercial Point Police, Ashville Police 
and Mt. Sterling Police assisted 
Pickaway units in an on-foot search of 
the bank of the Scioto River. Again the 
hour search was futile. 
John Barth, Route I, Weigand Road, 
Ashville, called the D epartm ent 
reporting that while he was gone, 
between 7:30 a.m. to IO: 15 p.m. thieves 
had entered his home and took a small 
calibre gun, tampered with his car and 
changed clothing. 
The search began again, with wit­ 
nesses advising authorities that the 
two had been spotted along Weigand 
Road. 
The Chessie System had reported 
that the burglars were seen behind 84 
Lumber Co. The area was checked, 
including Circleville, with nothing 
found. 
Billups was scared from 84 Lumber 
early today and apprehended, by 
Deputies Jam es Fite and F. R. McCoy, 
while trying to hitch-hike along Route 
23. 
Deputies Bill Dountz and William 
Carmeans caught Young along the 
railroad tracks south of DuPont. 
The two break-ins are still under 
investigation.

Street W ar 
Explodes 
In Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - Street 
fighting exploded again in Beirut’s 
eastern suburbs today despite efforts 
of high-level Syrian mediators to make 
a weekend cease-fire effective. 
Moslem leftists and rightw ing 
Christians fought with machine guns, 
m ortars and grenades. Snipers fired at 
passersby from rooftops despite a 
government pledge to hunt them down. 


Sunday had been a day of com­ 
parative calm following agreement on 
a cease-fire Saturday night. Officials 
toured the ravaged commercial area 
around M artyr’s Square and residents 
ventured out of their homes for the 
first time in a week. 
Security forces entered the worst 
combat zones and picked up dozens of 
bodies, raising the death toll to nearly 
400 since the year’s fifth round of com­ 
munal warfare erupted in Tripoli Sept. 
3 and spread to Beirut on Sept. 14. 
lebanese and Syrian firemen finally 
brought under control fires in the 
commercial quarter started Friday 
and Saturday by bazooka and m ortar 
fire and rocket grenades. The Syrians 
brought about 50 firetrucks from 
Damascus, 60 miles away. 
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payments for two years based on floor 
space.

(AP) — An Ohioan 
who served four years in a Cuban jail 
for a 1969 airplane hijacking has been 
given a 10-year suspended sentence 
and placed on probation after pleading 
guilty to a lesser charge.

Everett White, 30, of Cadiz, Ohio. 
White said he and two friends agreed 
in January 1969 to hijack an Eastern

The jet, comandeered over Sarasota, 
was returned from Cuba the next day 
with all passengers unharmed. 
White originally was charged with 
air piracy, a crime punishable by life 
im prisonm ent. However, 
federal 
prosecutors agreed to let him plead 
guilty to the lesser charge of inter­ 
fering with the duties of a flight at­ 
tendant through coercion, intimidation 
or assault. The maxi mum penalty on 
that 
charge 
was 
16 
years 
im­ 
prisonment. 
“At the time I didn’t know the ex­ 
tent, the severness of the crim e,” 
White said at his sentencing, “I had 
time to think about it in solitary con­ 
finement.” 
The Vietnam veteran left Cuba last 
April, returning to Ohio via Jam aica 
and the Bahamas. He was arrested in 
Ohio two weeks after his return. His 
two companions, Noble Byron Mason 
III and I^ rry Franklin Brocks, both of 
Cadiz, are believed still to be in Cuba.

strength,” a spokesman said. “The 
water temperatures in the Gulf are 
quite warm, and we see no reason why 
it shouldn’t get stronger.” 
Meanwhile, tropical storm Faye 
posed no danger to land for the next 
several days as its 45 m.p.h. winds 
blew in the open Atlantic about 750 
miles east-northeast of the Leeward 
Islands.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Patricia 
Hearst may take the witness stand 
Tuesday in an effort to convince a 
skeptical federal judge that she is a 
safe risk to be freed on bail, according 
to one of her attorneys. 
Meanwhile, two newspapers today 
reported that FBI agents discovered a 
seven-page document that includes 
criticism by Miss Hearst of two 
Symbionese Liberation Army com­ 
panions. 
Reports of the document emerged as 
defense attorneys for Miss Hearst 
prepared for Tuesday’s bail hearing 
and amid investigation of possible 
links between the SLA and terrorist 
bombings. 
Attorney Jam es M. Maclnnis had 
said Sunday that Miss Hearst “will 
testify,” but he later said: 


“Miss Hearst may testify. If she 
does not, she will make a statement 
and file an affidavit. These latter (the 
statement and affadavit) are not 
subject to cross-examination.” 
Randoph and Catherine Hearst also 
will testify that their 21-year-old 
daughter should be released to them on 
minimal or no bail, said Maclnnis, a 
new member of Miss H earst’s defense 
team. 
Miss H earst was ordered held 
without bail the day after her Thurs­ 
day arrest, which had ended a 19- 
month search for the 
newspaper 
heiress who proclaimed allegiance to 
the terrorist SLA which kidnaped her. 
Miss Hearst gave her occupation as 
“urban guerrilla” when booked. 
In revoking the previously set 
$500,000 bail, U.S. District Court Judge 
Oliver J. Carter said Friday: “In this 
case, we have a person who has an­ 
nounced to the world with others their 
revolution against the system. They 
said it to the world and then punc­ 
tuated it with gunfire.” 
U.S. Attorney Jam es L. Browning, 
the chief federal prosecutor here, said 
in an interview over the weekend that 
he would not oppose bail if Miss Hearst 
can convince him she will not flee. 
The San Francisco Chronicle said a 
source close to the case described the 
seven-page document as “a missive of 
condem nation” addressed to SLA 
members William and Emily Harris. 
It was found Friday along with other 
evidence in the apartm ent where Miss 
Hearst and fellow fugitive Wendy 
Yoshimura were arrested the day 
before, the newspaper said. 
The New York Times reported today 
that the document 
represented

Judge H ears M an 's Request 
To Let D aughter In Com a Die 


MORRISTOWN, N.J (AP) - A 
judge hears arguments today on the 
request of Joseph T. Quinlan that his 
adopted daughter be allowed to die. 
She has been in a coma for five months 
and doctors say there is no hope for 
recovery. 
Quinlan filed the suit Sept. 
12, 
seeking court approval to disconnect a 
hospital’s respirator from Karen Ann 
Quinlan, 21, which would result in her 
death “within minutes” because it is 
“God’s will,” he said. 
Doctors say the coma was probably 
caused by an overdose of alcohol and 
drugs and there is no chance of 
recovery. 
“ I was the last to hold out because 
both my wife and my other daughter 
were critically ill in the past, and the 
Lord always answered my prayers be­ 
fore,” Quinlan has said. “But after a 
lot of prayers I became convinced this 
is what God’s will was, that Karen was 
being called by Him.” 
Miss Quinlan’s heart and lungs have 
been dependent on a respirator at St. 
Clare’s Hospital in nearby Denville 
since April 15. 
According to the suit, doctors say 
Karen has irreparable brain damage 
and no hope of recovery. 
At issue is Miss Quinlan’s present 
condition — whether the lack of stable 
brain waves justifies declaring her 
legally dead. 


Sussex County Prosecutor George T. 
Daggett said Miss Quinlan’s condition 
was probably caused by the “ inadvert­ 
ent ingestion and the interaction of a 
tranquilizer and alcohol.” He said the 
taking of the two substances was “in­ 
nocent” 
and ruled out 
“ criminal 
conduct” in the incident. 


A few hours before she slipped into 
the coma, Miss Quinlan and some 
friends with whom she shared a 
bungalow were drinking together when 
she suddenly became ill, Daggett said. 


He said interviews with witnesses 
and records at two hospitals that 
treated Miss Quinlan indicated an 
“apparent overdose ... resulted in 
respiratory failure due to one or both” 
substances — a tranquilizer and al­ 
cohol.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A special 
federal court is hearing three hours of 
arguments on Richard M. Nixon’s 
attempt to reclaim ownership of 
millions of documents and the White 
House tapes accumulated during his 
presidency. 
In the oral argum ents today, 
lawyers for the former president were 
expected to claim that Nixon has a 
constitutional right of ownership to the 
42 million documents and thousands of 
hours of tape reels from his ad­ 
ministrations. 
The former president’s lawyers 
contend that only Nixon can properly 
assure the privacy rights of the 
thousands of persons mentioned in all 
those papers or recorded on the tapes. 
Nixon also says he needs the materials 
to write a book and help establish a 
library of his records. 
Lawyers 
for 
columnist 
Jack 
Anderson and playwright Lillian 
Heilman are also scheduled to make 
arguments. Both are seeking public 
access to the Nixon materials under 
the federal Freedom of Information 
Act. 
The tangled legal fight has been 
further complicated by a nine-month- 


old law declaring that the papers are 
owned by the government, not by 
Nixon. Challenges to that statute also 
are being heard by U.S. District Judge 
Aubrey E. Robinson Jr. and two ap­ 
peals court judges, Carl McGowan and 
Edward A. Tamm. 
There was no indication when the 
three judges will rule. Whatever their 
decision, a Supreme Court appeal is 
likely. 
As part of the lawsuit, Nixon gave a 
five-hour deposition at his San 
Clemente estate last July. 
If Nixon should lose in court, his 
papers and tapes will be opened to 
public access by the General Services 
Administration. But if Nixon’s lawyers 
persuade the three judges, some of the 
Nixon materials will be housed at the 
University of Southern California in a 
planned Nixon Presidential Library. 
Nixon would reserve the right to 
destroy any of the tapes. 
Until recently, the special Watergate 
prosecutor’s office was also a par­ 
ticipant in the Nixon civil suit. 
Tile special prosecutor is now close 
to going out of business and lawyers 
from the office have withdrawn from 
the case.

PARIS (AP) — The chief of a rebel 
tribe in the north-central African 
nation of Chad is reported holding out 
for supplies instead of cash to ransom

Claustre, captured with two other 
Europeans 17 months ago in a raid on a 
desert village. 
Marc Combes, who escaped the 
rebel camp in a stolen Landrover some 
time ago, said in a French television 
interview Sunday he believes rebel 
chief Hissen Habre will carry out his 
threat to shoot Mrs. Gaustre on 
Tuesday if the French government 
does not meet his terms. 
Combes said Habre, a graduate of 
law and political science studies in 
Paris, is “not of the same tribe” as his 
Toubou tribe lieutenants and could not 
afford to lose face with them by modi­ 
fying his demands. 
Reports from French newsman 
Jean-Pierre Farkas, who flew to the 
rebels’ desert camp in a light plane, 
indicated that Habre had rejected

France’s offer of $2.2 million ransom 
and was insisting on an earlier offer of 
$1.33 million worth of nonmilitary 
supplies and $888,900 in cash. 
A French plane dropped the new 
offer to the rebels Friday, apparently 
because the government of Chad ob­ 
jected to any equipment being supplied 
them. The plane also dropped a radio 
set so the rebels could communicate 
with French planes flying over the 
area. 
Official sources said the Chad 
government delivered a note to the 
French ambassador in N’djamena 
Sunday protesting that French efforts 
to ransom Mrs. Claustre were a 
violation of Chad’s sovereignty. 
Farkas said the rebels made radio 
contact Sunday with the crew of a 
French cargo plane circling the area. 
He said he did not know the status of 
the negotiations.

“If we think the economy needs a 
shot in the arm within the next few 
weeks or a month we will advocate an 
extension,” Ford said. Democratic 
congressional leaders already are urg­ 
ing an extension of the tax cuts. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said Ford tentatively plans to 
return to California late next month for 
two Republican fund-raising dinners 
where he would be expected to share 
the platform with former Republican 
governor Ronald Reagan, a potential 
1976 challenger. 
Reagan is a co-host for the dinners 
and would presumably be on hand, 
Nessen said. 
After a morning round of golf at the 
Cypress Point course Sunday, Ford 
helped dedicate a new $11.9 million 
home for the Stanford University Law 
School at Palo Alto and addressed the 
insurancemen in Anaheim.

Southern Tobacco 
Crop Causes Fuss 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Despite 
attention being given to the grain 
supply and export situation, the big 
Southern crop 
of 
tobacco moved 
sharply last week into the main arena 
of U.S. agricultural policy and politics. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, 
in language considered blunt by even 
his standards, accused the sponsors of 
a tobacco 
price-support 
bill that 
slipped undebated through Congress of 
“ secrecy and legislative chicanery.” 
He said he would recommend a veto 
of the measure, which would change 
from crop years to calendar years the 
basis for determining the support level 
— an indirect move that the govern­ 
ment says would mean $50 million 
more a year in loans. 
Rep. Michael Blouin, D-Iowa, said 
that if President Ford — who vetoed a 
more direct support-boosting measure 
that zipped through in the last hours of 
the last Congress — does not veto this 
legislation, he will introduce a 
measure to repeal it. 
But that measure would have to 
begin in the same committee that 
originated the controversial one now at 
the White House. 
Not that Blouin’s wouldn’t also be 
controversial. He wrote Ford, “ It is 
ridiculous 
to 
subsidize 
tobacco 
growing when we have medical proof 
that the use of that product leads to 
disease and death for thousands of 
Americans every year.” To him, he 
said, this is “a moral issue.” 
On 
F riday, 
m eanw hile, 
the 
A griculture D epartm ent extended 
from Sept. 25 until Oct. 14 the period 
for public comment on its proposal to 
reduce the 1976 national marketing 
quota for flue-cured tobacco. Final 
decisions on that are expected in late 
November. 
Price-support levels for 1976 under 
the current formula are likely to in­ 
crease about 12.5 per cent, USDA says. 
Under the contested bill alone, the 
department estimates those levels 
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would rise IO per cent. 
As for the crop itself, the Outlook and 
Situation Board said that July’s heavy 
rains in the Southeast, followed by a 
dry spell, “hurt flue-cured quality” but 
that over-all production is “gaining 
substantially.” 
After 
IO consecutive years of 
decline, 
the crop is expected to be 
about IO per cent greater than last 
season’s. With the carryover from 
1974-75, 
the total supply should be 
about 5 
per cent greater, the board 
said. 
That supply level “is in line with 
m an u factu rers’ 
and 
ex p o rters’ 
utilization prospects,” the board said. 


Perk Blasts 
N.Y.C. Bid 
For Funds 


CLEVELAND, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
Cleveland Mayor Ralph Perk says he 
will oppose New York City’s request 
for a federal loan to bail the city out of 
its financial crisis. 
Perk said Saturday such a loan 
program will not work and that such 
special federal aid would establish the 
principle of welfare for cities. 
Perk is one of 16 mayors of the 
executive commute of the U.S. Con­ 
ference of Mayors invited to meet with 
President Ford and New York Mayor 
Abraham Beam this week to discuss 
New York’s deficit problems. 
To prevent ripple effects to other 
cities of a possible New York City 
default, Perk suggested the federal 
government insure notes and bonds of 
“financially responsible” cities. 
Perk said that such insurance would 
mean that before the federal govern­ 
ment issues insurance of notes and 
bonds, the local government would 
have to demonstrate it has enough rev­ 
enue to repay the notes and bonds on 
schedule. 
The mayor said such federal in­ 
surance should be granted on condition 
that states prevent their cities from 
deficit spending for operating ex­ 
penses. 
He said if the federal government 
begins to bail out cities, the results will 
be “an army of bureaucrats descen­ 
ding on cities. Beame’s request would 
result in federal interference in local 
affairs, decisions and operations. 
Federal bureaucrats, in effect, would 
end up replacing the responsibilities of 
local officials elected by the people.”

It is also, it seems, a reputation that 
might be ill-deserved. 
In a speech at the University of 
Georgia last Friday, Bums made some 
observations that have been in need of 
articulation for a long time. In effect, 
he said this economy is unique, and 
that it demands unique thinking. 
The nation’s economic institutions 
are changing in character, he said. 
The economy is not responding to 
conventional measures. Our ability to 
govern economic matters today, he 
implied, is m arred by an under­ 
standing developed in and for an 
earlier time. 
“ Conventional 
thinking 
about 
stabilization policies is inadequate and 
out of date,” he said. Students of public 
policy must, he suggested, devote 


understanding

more time to

economy. 
Not to do so, he suggested, would 
mean we might continue to believe the 
sole cause of our economic problems is 
the failure of policy. Not so, he said. It 
is due also to functional changes in the 
nature of the economy. 
In the view of many economists, 
including those in positions of political 
influence, a rise in unemployment 
often is needed to bring down prices. It 
supposedly works the other way too : If 
you want more jobs you risk inflation. 
“Whatever may have been true in 
the past,” said Burns, “there is no 
longer a meaningful tradeoff between 
unemployment and inflation.” 
There is some mystery why this 
should be so, but there is no mystery 
that it is so. During the past year we 
have experienced prices and jobless­ 
ness moving higher in tandem rather 
than going their opposite ways, as we 
had assumed they should.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
average cost of sending Johnny or 
Jane to a public school has nearly 
tripled in the past IO years in Ohio, the 
Department of Education reports. 
Way back in the 1964-65 school year, 
average annual cost for the education 
of a single youngster in Ohio’s primary 
and secondary school system was 
$406.58. By last year it had soared to 
$1,050,

ment spokesman says.

Except for one day’s activity 
scheduled for late October, the 
legislature has suspended further 
action for the remainder of the year, 
but the repercussion of just one short 
special session could haunt Ohioans for 
a long time to come. 


The machinery of special interests 
politics ground inexorably forward as 
the Public Employees Collective 
Bargaining bill came to fruition after 
months of hibernation. It passed the 
House along strong partisan lines as it 
had done earlier in the Senate and is 
awaiting action by the Governor. 


The bill would establish collective 
bargaining procedures for all public 
employees in Ohio and allow strikes 
except by police, fire, corrections 
officers and mental institution at­ 
tendants. A substantial number of 
Republican and Democrat legislators 
have sought repeal of the state’s 
Ferguson Act, which prohibits public 
employee strikes. It has proven totally 
ineffective because its anti-strike 
sanctions are so extreme the courts 
are hesitant to enforce them. 


The recently passed bill, however, 
goes as far in the opposite extreme. 
Elected officials, who are chosen by 
the people to represent their interests, 
would be virtually stripped of power to 
control public budgets. They must 
either accede to demands for collec­ 
tive bargaining, the outcome of which 
they cannot control, or face loss of 
service through public employee 
strikes. In the latter case, the people

to serve cannot turn to anomer source 
for essential services because they are 
a government monopoly. So, for the 
taxpayers, ifs pay up or else. 
Another unfair provision of the bill 
could require public employees to pay 
union dues to even work as a public 
servant. The so-called agency-shop 
clause 
provides 
that 
union 
representatives may bargain for 
terms under which non-union em­ 
ployees need not join the union but 
must none-the-less pay union fees to 
keep their jobs. 
The potential cost to taxpayers of 
what amounts to taxation without 
representation is incalculable. The 
Collective Bargaining bill makes a 
mockery of the control by citizens of 
their own government. I oppose this 
shoddy abuse of the legislative process 
and have urged Governor Rhodes to 
veto it. 
Majority Democrats brought up 
nine other vetoes in one house or the 
other, seven line item vetoes of the so­ 
called Equal Yield Funding bill for 
education and two other bills vetoed in 
their entirety. The Senate overrode the 
education bill vetoes along partisan 
lines, but they were not considered in 
the House. No vetoes have to date been 
overridden.

cent increase in pay from 1971-72 
through the past school year, the 
private research group reported. 
Teachers’ salaries in 1974-75 ranged 
from a starting base of $6,400 to a top of 
$19,459—an average of $10,735, ac­ 
cording to the Ohio School Boards 
Association (OSBA). 
A raise in starting pay to $7,400 
takes effect this year, with another 
boost to $7,900 set for 1976-77. Gov. 
James A. Rhodes vetoed increases in 
the school aid bill that would have 
taken base pay to $8,900 by 1978-79. 
Fixed charges for employe benefits, 
rents, taxes and other fees are the 
second most expensive category, 
accounting for 13.5 per cent or about 
$137 of the total operating dollar. 
Nearly nine per cent of costs were 
spent on “ plant operation—heat, 
lights, telephones and salaries for 
custodians and engineers.” 
The percentage increases for utility 
costs are staggering, as reported by 
OSBA. 
Over a five-year period from 1969 
through 1974, the school board lobby 
found gas for heating up 67 per cent, 
electricity up 77 per cent and gasoline 
ahead by 87 per cent. 
In a sampling of five areas, OSBA 
discovered the largest increase went 
for paper products—a whopping 146 
per cent. The fifth category, textbooks, 
cost 36 per cent more by the end of the 
five-year period. Most naper products 
and books fall under instruction cost. 
Ohio’s increases are in line with 
those in states of comparable size, the 
education department says, although 
the state aid contribution has been 
slightly below the national average.

Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


(Q.) I bought a brand new house in 
April 1975. The builder told me that he 
could not certify the house to qualify 
for the 5 per cent tax credit now 
available on some new home pur­ 
chases, since he had raised the original 
sales price of the house in January. 
Now I understand I may be eligible for 
the credit. Is this true? 


(A.) Yes. The original law was 
changed so taxpayers have to show 
that they bought the house at the 
lowest price offered since February 28, 
1975, not at the lowest price ever of­ 
fered. The law is retroactive, so you 
now may be eligible for the credit. All 
you need is the appropriate cer­ 
tification from the seller. For further 
information see IRS Publication 591, 
“Tax Credit for the New Home 
Buyer.” 


(Q.) At the urging of our employer, 
five of us have formed a car pool to 
drive to and from work. I would like to 
know if the car pool expenses are 
deductible, and if the money I receive 
from the riders is taxable income. 
(A.) The gas, repairs and other 
expenses for operating a car pool are 
considered personal expenses and are 
not deductible. On the other hand, the 
money received from each of the 
riders is considered reimbursement 
for travel expense, and is not taxable 
income, unless you have developed the 
arrangement into a business or trade 
of transporting the riders. 


(Q.) A flood completely destroyed 
new carpeting we were installing in a 
basement family room. Our insurance 
company declared the carpeting a 
total loss, but since we were un­ 
derinsured, they reimbursed us only

(A.) Since you intended to use the 
carpeting in your home and not in a 
business, the loss is considered a 
personal casualty loss and is deduc­ 
tible to the extent it exceeds $100.

You must be able to show the nature 
of the casualty and when it occurred, 
that you owned the property when the 
casualty occurred and that the loss 
was a direct cause of the casualty.

Caterpillars 
Give Signs 
O f Winter 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- Tired of 
second-guessing the weatherman? 
This fall, why not try second-guessing 
the caterpillars. 
Hamilton County Park District 
naturalist Warren Wells suggests that 
those 
woolly-bear 
caterpillars 
wiggling around in the garden may be 
accurate indicators of how much to 
bundle up this winter. 
Wells said the wider the yellow band 
on the caterpillar, the milder the 
winter will be. 
If trees drop their leaves before they 
color in the fall, better get out the old 
snow shovel. 
It will be a long, hard winter if a fruit 
tree, that is supposed to bloom once a 
year, blooms twice during a summer. 
The naturalist has also developed a 
few other “infallible” signs which 
have helped him to predict the weather 
for the coming winter. 
A few of the signs are: 
If we’ve had heavy blackberry 
blossoms and fruit, look for a hard 
winter. (“We’ve had an excellent 
crop.” ) 
Hornets nests built close to the 
ground mean a hard winter coming. 
(“We’ve found one already.” ) 
A heavy crop of mast (acrons) 
means a bad winter. (Wells ignored 
this vital sign.) 
If sweet potatoes have tough skins, 
the winter will be tough. (Wells made 
no mention on the toughness of potato 
skins, he might have encountered.) 
Wells said he’d leave it up to others 
to believe or not to believe the “in­ 
fallible” guidelines he had followed. 
Of course, he did admit he has an 
advantage 
over 
other 
am ateur 
forecasters. 
He gets to see a lot more woolly 
caterpillars in his line of work.

Colored pins protrude from the 
eastern half of a Colorado map on 
Whiteside’s office wall at the Colorado 
Bureau of Investigations. Each pin 
represents a mutilated cow. 
“These crimes seem so bizarre, so 
senseless, 
so 
pointless,” 
said 
Whiteside, 33, the CBI agent assigned 
to track down those committing what 
Gov. Richard I^amm called “one of the 
greatest outrages in the history of the 
Western cattle industry.” 
The pattern was set in Colorado one 
night in April, just after the snows 
melted. A rancher in Elbert County, 
east of Colorado Springs, found the 
shell of a dead cow, its tongue, sex 
organs, rectum and other body parts 
carefully carved out. 
Since then, sheriffs in almost 20 of

Tax Rollback 
M o n e y Sent O ut 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A total of 
$3.4 million 
in second half 1974 
property tax rollback reimbursements 
have been sent to 15 counties, state 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson said. 
Ferguson also announced the 
distribution of $796,586.37 to the same 
15 counties as their second half of 1974 
reim bursem ents for adm inistering 
and granting homestead tax ex­ 
emptions to elderly homeowners. 
He said the other counties will be 
reimbursed after they certify their tax 
settlements and property tax rollbacks 
to the state auditor’s office. 


the plains counties of eastern Colorado 
have reported 128 more mutilated 
cattle, including a dozen in recent 
weeks. 
Whiteside said the Colorado cases 
bear striking similarities to incidents 
that first occurred at the turn of the 
decade in Minnesota, then spread to 
Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas. Since mutilations began in 
Colorado, others have been reported in 
Wyoming, Montana, New Mexico and, 
this month, Idaho. 
“The sheer number of reported 
mutilations lends itself to the idea that 
some kind of organized group is doing 
it,” Whiteside said. “The motive is the 
problem. In most criminal cases, you 
find the motive, and you’ll find the 
criminal. 
“You understand the profit motive in 
a robbery, or lust in rape, or whatever. 
But as I said, this crime is senseless. 
There’s certainly no profit motive. The 
body parts they’re taking are not 
worth anything.” 
Cattlemen have begun posting 
armed guards at night. Because of 
theories that the mutilators are using a 
helicopter, there have been un­ 
corroborated reports that choppers 
have been fired on. 
Ranchers are accustomed to dead 
cattle. The rancher’s guideline for 
generations has been that 2 per cent of 


a herd will be lost to disease or weath­ 
er. 
Why the fuss over 129 cattle, some of 
which have been proved in laboratory 
tests to have been mutilated by animal 
predators or carved up after dying 
natural deaths? 
Sheriff George Yarnell of Elbert 
County, the hardest-hit area with 63 
m utilations, said: “ It’s also the 
principle of the thing. They’re doing 
this and getting by with it.” 
Yarnell said that at least some of the 
animals being cut were dead before 
the crime. That proves to him that he’s 
not dealing with ordinary criminals. 
“Anyone that would want to cut on a 
critter that’s been dead a couple of 
days in hot weather ... the odor is 
sickening,” Yarnell said.

NIAGARA FALLS, N Y. (A P)-Life 
preservers worn by two of the three 
Zodiac raft drowning victims do not 
meet U.S. Coast Guard specifications 
for use on passenger-carrying vessels, 
according to a Coast Guard officer. 
The two life preservers and others 
issued to an undisclosed number of 
passengers on the ill-fated Niagara 
River Whitewater run were of a type 
restricted for use in recreational 
vessels, Lt. Cmdr. J. P. Foley said 
Saturday. 
Foley heads a Coast Guard in­ 
vestigation of the Aug. 29 accident in 
which a 37-foot inflated raft with 29 
persons aboard capsized in the lower 
rapids of the Niagara. Three of the 
passengers drowned and 20 others 
were treated for injuries. 
Foley said the tags on the lighter 
U.S.-made jackets read, “ Approved 
for use on uninspected vessels less 
than 40 feet in length and not carrying 
passengers for hire.” 
“ I think it could be significant that 
two of the people who drowned were 
wearing this type of preserver. 
“ When we approve this type of 
jacket, ifs assumed we’re not talking 
about the middle of the Atlantic Ocean.

anywhere. 
“ I wouldn’t like to have to make a 
personal test of any jacket down 
there,” Foley said. 
Frank 
Edwards, 
manager 
of 
Niagara Helicopters of Niagara Falls, 
Canada, participated in the rescue 
operation in which some survivors 
were actually plucked from the river 
by small hovering helicopters. 
Edwards said he saw one man 
wearing a lifejacket go under in the 
whirlpool. Later that night Edwards 
located the body. 


“ Wes Hill and his cousin Ken Slogget 
helped us bring in the body. It was 
David Ross. The life preserver looked 
small for the man,” Edwards said. 
“ When we pulled him out, the jacket 
was all up around his neck,” said 
Slogget. “ You could see it was too 
small for a man like him. He was a big 
fellow, probably weighed more than 
200 lbs.” 
Hill said : “ There just wasn’t enough 
flotation. I could hold it under the 
water with one hand. It was a par­ 
ticularly poor one. A tag on the jacket 
said it wasn’t to be used by com­ 
mercial vessels carrying passengers 
for hire.” 
The type of jacket worn by Ross was 
made from bright red or yellow nylon 
filled with kapok. They were made to 
U.S. non-commercial specifications by 
Kent Sporting Co. of New London, 
Ohio. 
Most passengers were issued small 
craft jackets made of heavy cotton 
drill and filled with kapok. They are 
bulky and fit around the head like a 
keyhole photographs taken Aug. 29 
show.

CINCINNATI (A P)—The show may 
be sold out on the inside, but Cincinnati 
city officials want to make it perfectly 
clear that there is still plenty of room, 
and plenty to do, for those drawn to 
their city by the lure of the baseball 
postseason playoffs. 


The Reds, during a threehour period 
Friday, sold the last 6,000 tickets 
remaining for the National league 
playoff games to be played here Oct. 4- 
5 and reported it was the earliest that 
any club had sold out for the post­ 
season competition. 


Jim 
Ferguson, 
club 
publicity 
director, pointed out that, based on 
ticket returns, the Reds had estimated 
they could have sold a half million 
tickets for the two games at Riverfront 
Stadium. 


More than 15,000 priority ticket 
requests were returned unopened 
during the sale. 
While the last ticket was being sold, 
the Chamber of Commerce was 
assuring all concerned that there was 


going to be a place for everyone to 
stay. 
Although downtown hotels are 
booked up, there are still between 3- 
4,000 rooms available in the area if the 
Reds play in the World Series, Oct. 14- 
16. 
“ There are even more rooms 
available for the playoff dates,” ex­ 
plained Joe Woodward, of the Cin­ 
cinnati Convention and Visitors 
Bureau. “ We’ve had people calling us 
up to offer their homes, but we haven’t 
reached that stage yet.” 
The Chamber has set up a special 
hotline telephone number, beginning 
Monday, to advise visitors of room 
reservations and special events which 
are scheduled during the playoff 
period. 
Those special events encompass 
everything from 
belly buttons to 
booster buttons. 
“ We’ll have over 50 hours of music 
during the playoff period,’’ said 
Richard Strubbe, of the Chamber of 
Commerce. “ We’ve got everything 


from a stationary band to an exotic 
belly dancer.” 


The city is urging businesses to dress 
their employes in special tee shirts, 
which are being provided along with 
batting helmets and Reds’ caps. 


Booster buttons will be given to the 
tidal wave of tourists which is ex­ 
pected to inundate Greater Cincinnati 
Airport a few hours before gametime. 


Over $15,000 is being spent on 
decorations, and much of it may lie a 
case of planned obsolescence. 


“ We know that when we win the 
pennant, those signs are probably 
going to come down, but we’re going to 
put them higher than they’ve benn in 
the past,” Strubbe said.

W ritte n 


As a part of the observance of 
Constitution Week, September 17-23, 
the Constitution Week Committee of 
Pickaway Plains Chapter Daughters 
of the American Revolution invited 
high school students to write their 
thoughts about the Constitution, 
p articu lar about its relevance to 
theirs and future generations. Barbara 
Bolender wrote: 
It starts with the words We the 
people of the United States . . .’ and 
therin lies the essence of our system of 
government in which we the people 
form the government and the govern­ 
ment exists to do our bidding. Each 
citizen has a part in the operation of 
the government by voting or becoming 
a public official.” Allen Strous wrote: 
“I think the most amazing fact about 
the Constitution of the United States is 
that it has had the vitality and 
flexibility to survive as law for 188 
years with relatively few changes. 
Even more amazing is the realization 
that the livingness of the Constitution 
was an outgrowth of the personalities 
of 
its 
authors.” 
The 
autors, 
he 
described as “middle class merchants, 
lawyers and farm ers” who he said 
were “trying to make their ideals 
possible” . However he also said that, 
‘They were practical idealists. They 
realized that too much liberty for one 
man would infringe upon the liberties 
of others. They saw that giving states 
equal rights with the federal govern­ 
ment would lead to the loss of rights for 
either the states or federal govern­ 
ment. The fram ers of the Constitution 
made the Constitution a document 
establishing balances - between men, 
between men and government, be­ 
tween states, between states and the 
federal governm ent, between the 
branches of the federal government,” 
Miss Bolender wrote that the “The 
Constitution has kept the United States 
abreast in a progressive and changing 
world,” and that “As times changes so 
did 
the 
Constitution 
by 
way

amendments. The first amendments 
were the Bill of Rights, added soon 
after the Constitution was written. 
Since then, amendments have been 
added as they were needed. One can 
understand the greatness of the 
Constitution when he realizes that 
through nearly two hundred years of 
its existence the Constitution has been 
amended only twenty-six tim es.” She 
further wrote that “The Constitution 
takes the common man’s interest in 
personal freedom and adds govern­ 
ment control for organization” .

The expected 
1.5-cent reduction in prices will 
primarily affect the New England and 
Middle Atlantic states where most 
refined imports are used. 
U.S. consumption during midwinter 
of last year ran to about 2.4 million 
barrels a day of imported refined 
products, the great bulk of it for fuel 
oil. Refined imports made up about 14 
per cent of the national total of refined 
petroleum products consumed last 
year. 
If Ford also decides to drop the $2- 
per-barrel fee on imported crude, the 
price of petroleum products nation­ 
wide is expected to drop by about 3 
cents per gallon. 
But if oil companies raise the price 
of the domestically produced oil that 
became free of price controls Sept. I, 
the retail price is expected to show a 
net increase of about 3 cents a gallon, 
according to administration estimates. 
Oil producers thus far have generally 
refrained from raising prices in view 
of the move underway in Congress to 
reimpose price controls. 
Zarb warned that removal of the fees 
could be only temporary and they 
could be reimposed to discourage 
increasing dependence on foreign oil.
